Speed hiker BRIAN ROBINSON completed the longest, fastest walk in 
American history in 2001 (left). He trekked the length of three U.S. 
National Scenic Trails in 10 months, covering 7,371 miles. Lynda Jones 
chased down the trailblazer to find out how he did it. 


You walked up to sixteen hours a day. Did you 
have to eat more to keep up your energy? 

I was eating 6,000 calories a day. I ate every two hours. 

I had well-planned dinners with good nutrition, so I was 
free to have junk food the rest of the time. I mostly ate 
Snickers bars, Pop-Tarts, and trail mix. In food resupply 
towns, I’d eat whole cheesecakes and quarts of ice cream. 


Did you ever get hit with nasty weather? 

Yes. There was a winter-like snowstorm in the summer 
when I was high up in the Rocky Mountains. I had to take 

a day off the trail; it was too cold and snowy for the summer 
gear I was wearing. 


You hiked for three hundred days. Did your feet 
ever hurt? 

IT had pain all year. I had a badly sprained ankle once 
that I had to walk on for about two weeks before it was 


feeling good again. 


Did you get slowed down by people who wanted 

to chat? 

If I [bumped into someone] on the trail, I would [talk to] 
them for ten or fifteen minutes before I’d say, “I really 

have to get moving.” 


What was the most challenging thing about the trip? 
The isolation, the loneliness. Sometimes I didn’t feel like 
getting up in the morning. I just wanted to go home. I had 

to remind myself that it was the trip of a lifetime, an accom- 
plishment that I could be proud of for the rest of my life.
